UNION OF THE COLONICS. 

Above all llio topics lli:it h.uc uii;.;ageil 
the attoiilion of t'lc politicians as well as 
press of iho two colonies, Union baa prolml I v 
ntonopolizetl the greatest sburo of discus^ioi. 
No other question, hotvever, lias arrivL-d ai 
ao meagre a result. This may be acoomittvi 
for in two ways: First, tliiil iho ptiiipli' 
of the Olio colony seemeil uJvltsb i.j union ; 
and aecuiid, thai the peoplu in in.'illi;-: Lolni. , 
Beomed prop(3rly acquainted with ili^' .sji.ii i-; . 
generajly or in detail. We do not hiomhiu 
to posaesa any extraordinary power of refuU 
geoce on the matter ourselves, but wc think 
tlAt by a linle careful and iloliljei-ato discus- 
sion of llio qiioslioii ill its viiriouj lieariii^'-. 
soDio sound priuciplcs may ho uliiiiuiioi_\ 
eduoed. 

Accepting, in tlio Grst phico, iha [iropusi - 
tioD that Uoioo is desired by the inhabitants 
of Yancourer Island, we shall proceed, at the 

present opportuno period for the discus.-imi of 
lha question, to exiiiiiine inl'i thii v.iriDus 
methods which have comu up oocasit iially, 
though rather confusedly, in public contro- 
Tersy. The first scheme is one with which 
the inhabitants of both colonics ure thor- 
oughly familiar — the anion which preceded 
the advent of tioveinor Ivciinoily. 'I'nio 
union, if we can iipplv the leriii to eiciiii'iiu 
so essentially discordant, was merely the 
eoDceotration of ihe supreme power in both 
colonies cnder one head. In one colony the 
Governor was absolute, in the other his po vcr 
was somewhat, nt least in theory, re-driclcd l,y 
representative institutiotis. To ihat inconsis 
tent, inbarmoniyus, aud lilogicil puiiiion we 
cannot again descend. The neighboring col- 
ony bag got a Legislature, such as it is ; and 
no Qoveroor in the future oan make Ihat col 
ony Buhordinate to adverse interests. Tin. 
ucion, therefore, approaching nearest a sim - 
ilar character to that of the oM, would 
one Governor with two l.c^isLiUn r-s. 'J'li;.-, 
scheme would bear on its face its own aLi?ur 
dity. For, if the interests of the two c/lo- 
nies requited, from their diversity, two sepa- 
rate Legislatures, they would on the sanni 
principle requiie two Governors. His K.\cel- 
lency might, ihcrefore, iome day find himsell 
in the rather anonialous pisition ul as^ciiliiii,' 
to two measures diametrically oppo.Mvl t . 
each other. If, on the other baud, iht; ini r- 
eits were similar, two different Legislatures 
wonid be supererogalory. It is evident, tboro- 
fore, that this system must be left out of the 
discussion . 

The next scheme is one r,u^isla;ure an ! 
one Governor — the numborof represontaiives 
being equally divided between the two coKi-. 
Diet. The free ports of Vancouver Islun.l 
to be maiotaioed Intaot. The first diflicni'y 
that arises under this method, is the inc 
quality of the respectiva rsveniies, Hrijish 
Columbia's receipts exceediiij,' those of \'aii- 
OOOVer Island in the lalio of Ihrcu to one ; 
vhile the population is not materially 
different in number. To obviate the inj us- 
tioa that might arise from a distribution ol 
the revenue, a proposition would bo |mi 
forward to devote the revenue of each colony 
(after paying a propui iiDnate share, accordint; 
to tho e.vpeiisea of the i;oi;iilry, towards 
ofOcial salaries,) to that parlicuhir colony. 
Under present circuuistuucis the system 
might possibly work, but it nould soon be. 
oome unwieldy and destroy the harmony 
wbiob is so essential in the carrying out ol 
•II governments. Besides, m the population 
would increase in the one couiiiry uiuie rapidly 
than in tlia o'.lier. llie i - 'i:;,itiun 

would soon be found a special f;rieva!iee. 

A third scheme al.to is ooe I.egishilure and 
one Qoveroor- -the lepreaentntion beirn; based 
ODaaliding scale that would proviJo fur any 
unequal increase of the population cf tl;.' 
respectiva coloni.-3. In tins syitein n ) r - 
striclions are to be pl.iee.l on d i -'.i r i,r io.i 
of tho revenue, or ou the action ni iiiu Lems- 
lature with regard to tariffs, or fiscal regula- 
tions generally. The full powers ( f a repre- 
sentative b uly ar'.' to \t" exercise 1, as if tin- 
colonies were one liler.iliy us well as v.rlu- 
nlly. To this Hrilish I'ol.i noi.i cool l oil'er 
no serious olijeetions, biil on lin.' other hanil 
Vancouver Island might be placing herself in 
a dangerous position. Tho whole political 
future of both colonics woulil rest with the 
najorily of the Legislature. Oa it would 
depend the e.vistoncc of out free port as well 
as our whole system of diiect taxatiuu. Witli 
n properly conitrncled I'pp'r II, .ii-'', hou- 
ever, based on ecpial ro[)reseiita!ion, t;ie d.in- 
gera might be cansiJerably modi lied, and the 
people of bolh colonies brought to regard 
their interests as niuitial. 

We have {;iven the eist of ;i,e various 
propositions which wnnid, ive he.ve IjO ilouh;, 
be mooted in any cinveiilion or olh-r 
public body assembled for the di-- 
eussion of the question. That there 
are other schemes fur union we uie 
well aworo ; but no system can bo built 
up unless on one or other of the above 
propositions. It is not onr inteiilion in the 
present article, logo nunni'-iy in'.o ihe de- 
tails of the question ; but ineruly lo alliulo to 
its prominent points. In a luturo iiamber wc 
shall endeavor to reconcile some of tho exist- 
ing difficulties, and suggest a scheme that 
may prove satisfactory to Ihe unprejudiced o| 
both colon ie.".
